
FAYETTE, Miss. (AP)— 
A city official here said today 
that charges of attempted 
murder and conspiracy to 
commit murder have been 
filed against former Klan 
leader one 

three meiTarreMla in connec- 
tion with an alleged plot to kill 
Negro Mayor Charles Evers. 

Walton, 44, was arrested 
near Evers’ office Tuesday 
night on charges of speeding 
and carrying concealed weap- 
ons. He was held in county 
jail without bond. 

City Atty. Martha Wood 
said before Walton’s scheduled 
court appearance today that 
conspiracy and attempted 
murder charges also were 
filed and bonds totaling $11,044 
were set on the four charges. 

MISS WOOD said the pur- 
pose of the hearing is to de- 
termine whether there is 
enough evidence to turn over 
to a grand jury. 

Evers, because of his posi- 
tion in the case, said he would 
not preside at the hearing to- 
day in Mayor’s Court for Wal- 
ton, the operator of a general 
merchandise and sporting 
goods store at Tupelo. 

From his jail cell in Fay- 
ette this morning, Walton told 
a reporter: “On the advice of 
counsel and in the light of re- 
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j cent court rulings I decline 
i any other statement other 
i than the simple truth of the 
matter that I am not guilty of 
! any of these charges.”
